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WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 



Dear Sir: 

This petition is in regards to the Notice of Abandonment mailed July 18, 2006, in 
relation to the above-identified application, which was issued in error. Pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.181 and MPEP § 1002.02(b](16), Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of 
the holding of abandonment and reinstatement of the application to good standing. 
Background 

The Patent Office mailed a non-final rejection on January 9, 2006, which was 
subsequently returned to the Patent Office as undeliverable. The six-month deadline to 
respond to the rejection would have been July 9, 2006. A response to the rejection was 
filed on July 7, 2006, along with an extension of time, prior to the six-month deadline. A 
Notice of Abandonment was subsequently issued on July 18, 2006. 
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The prosecution history of the application includes an Interview Summary filed by 
the Examiner indicating that the Notice of Abandonment was issued prematurely, that a 
response had timely been filed on July 7, 2006, that appropriate steps would be taken to 
resolve the issue, and that an office action would be forthcoming. No office action, 
however, has been received or issued. 

The undersigned followed up with the Examiner, who responded on May 7, 2008, 
that the application and the appropriate steps to reinstate the application were being 
discussed with the Examiner's supervisor. The application, however, appears to remain 
abandoned. 

Conclusion 

Based on the above, the Notice of Abandonment was issued in error and should be 
withdrawn. In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully petitions the Director to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment and reinstate the application to good standing.
